5. Claims 10-1 1 and 23-24 rejected under 35 T.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Masuda (I'S 5.982.272) in view of admitted prior art Figs. 2 and 4 (APA). Masuda discloses 
the invention except the disc shape and iotoi protrusions with slider holes. 1 lie APA discloses 
the claimed elements for securing the slider, while the disc shape is disclosed to correspond to the 
cylinder housing. It would have been obvious to change the shape to disc where the rotor of 
Masuda is a cxlmder as is the inside of the housing in order to simplify the shapes of the parts so 
that thev all correspond, and to make the protrusions and holes for holding the slider.
